found to be a relatively unprofitable 
business under present market con- 
ditions, on investigation made under 
direction of the Division of Markets 
developed. 
Farmers this year are 


shown to be losing money on moat 
of their product*. 


The cost of production of repre- 


sentative Wisconsin crops has teen 
approximately by a 
group of 10 


farmers picked by the marketing'di- 
vision to study the subject. 
After 


a year's investigation and practical 
determination on their own farms, 
these men gathered in Madison last 
week and spent several days in con- 
ference to decide definitely on the 
cost of raising oats, corn, potatoes 
and hay on Wisconsin farm*. 


Oats whioh the farmer now 


sells for 48 tents a bushel were 
found to cos'J; the agerage fann- 
er 82 cenW to produce. Corn 
for which the farmer received 
778 a bushel during .December 
cost him $U03&. to 
produce.

"Mv confidence in women was 


som<what shattered by the war. The 
nationalistic hysteria, or whatever it 
is that makes war possible, attacked 
women as strongly as men; and the 
ridiculous and brutal extremes to 
which thii hysteria drove, people 
seemed to me more horrible in wom- 
OT because-there was no danger of 
their having to die. There is an ele- 
ment of heroism in a man s war hys- 
eria, for he has to be ready to die 


"The conclusion is that I feel in 


the fellowship of reconciliation, said: 


"I feel that the spirit • of Mrs. 


Mackaye's protest is fine and I am 
thoroughly in 
harmony ' with. it. 


But I hesitate to indorse it as a 
practical weapon against war. I 
think a more efficient measure would 
be for women to .refuse to take any 
part in a future war. The men could 
not wage war if the women would 
not support it. 'Let women refuse 
to have their children trained up to 
be soldiers. My advice would be, in- 
stead of u marriage boycott, to have 
children and train them up. to be 
conscientious objectors."

Prisoner at Waupim Has 


Knowledge of Blast, 


is Belief 


(By the Associated Press} 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.—In tte hope 


of solving the mystery of the Wall 
street bomb explosion which Icflleci 
30 and maimed hundreds,'govern- 
ment secret service men and private 
agency detectives are hurryirtg to 
Waupun penitentiary in Wisconsin 
according to the Milwaukee Jour- 
nal 
There they are to interview a 


prisoner who has already given to 
the Journal information which may 
lead to the arrest of th'e perpetrator 
of the blast. 


This prisoner, who is serving 
a 


long sentence in Waupun, has told a 
story which tends to accuse a former 
"prison pal' of having caused the 
explosion from a radical motive for 
revenge. He claims to have infor- 
mation which would- positively iden- 
tify the suspect to the police of sev- 
eral eastern cities, 
"I served two years with nun in 


an eastern prison, said the Waupnn 
prisoner, whose name is _ withheld. 
"This man, who is a foreigner, con- 
fided to me many crimes, which in- 
cluded safeblowing, burglary, hold- 
ups and murder. He was an expert 
in explosives, as I 
soon learned 


from his discussion of them.

was always cursing Wall Street and 
financiers and was an avowed an- 
archist .

my friend had gotten his revenge.

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LIMITING ARMAMENTS 


HY should not the United States take the lead in a 
definite proposal and demand for a reasonable limita- 


tion of armaments? Who can do it better than we?" These 
are the questions which Major General Tasker H. Bliss of the 
United States army, asks and answers in an address which he 
made recently before the Public Ledger forum on the Peace 
conference in Philadelphia. 


General Bliss was chief of staff of the United States army, 


mffitary representative of the United States on the Supreme 
War council and a commissioner to the peace conference in 
Paris. 


He says that those are mistaken who think there can be an 


enduring and effective association of the nations for the main- 
tenance of peace so long as the countries concerned are armed 
to the teeth against each other. And it is also a mistake to 
think that so long as the present military system exists, there 
can be any successful international court of arbitration. Gen- 
eral Bliss suggests that the United States should say to the na- 
tions of the world: 


Will yon sign this agreement with us? 
• 
"We will agree with you that each nation ihat so desires 


shall keep and build whatever frontier and coast fortifications 
it wishes. Fortifications cannot stride across the earth, devas- 
tating fields and destroying cities. 
. 
"We will nprec with you that each nation may maintain its 


navy. No navy without an army can conquer and hold foreign 


"We shall agree with yoa on a date, when we shall simul- 


taneously abolish any military system which is solely necessary 
for International wars. 
"We will agree with you on a date, as remote as the cx- 


ifitinit conditions make absolutely necessary, when we shall be- 
gin the gradual reduction of our armed forces until they are at 
the Mmit necessary for the maintenance of internal order. In 
coining to an agreement about this, we will accept any reason- 
ably just principle of proportion, provided it results in reason- 
able and material reduction, but admitting in advance that re- 
duced armaments can no more be equalized than excessive ones. 
We will trust to the ultimate good sense of the common people 
of the nations who suffer most from excessive armaments,- to see 
to it that when the movement has once begun, it is pushed as 
rapidly as may be to its proper limit, ; 


"We will agree with you on the proper amonnta of material 


to be kept on hand for the reduced'forces. And we will agree 
with you to cease the manufacture of material until the amounts 
now on hand are reduced to what we agree upon as necessary 
for the reduced force." 
^vjjfittsral Bliss says this will not be an absolute guarantee 


^-""Igainst war, if accepted by ;ill the nations, but it would un 


doubtedly have the tendency to deter any nation from under 
taking international war. 


Such an agreement would minimize the chances of the oc 


currence of another war, such as the last one, and wouW tid 
over the long period of mutual fear that will exist before the 
nations understand that they can be menaced by no sudden war 
in which defeat means death. 


General Bliss points out that in the late war, the AHies o 


Europe and Japan, excluding the United States and the Centra 
Powers, mobili/ed over 35 million men and that future Wars wil 
come with increasing suddenness, increasing magnitude and in 
creasing intensiveness. 


Genera] Bliss reminds ns that at The Hague convention, w 


agreed to prohibit the use of toxic gases, the ruthless use of th 
submarine, restricted the use of aerial bombing, and put limita 
tions on the ruthless blockade. But all these agreements wer 
violated by both sides during the war. And the United State 
has now created a chemical warfare bureau which is employin^ 
the talent of our best chemists in devising formulae for newe 
aad more deadly poison gases. 


THE HOUSTON IDEA 


T 


HE amazing recommendations of Secretary Houston in re 
gard to federal taxation seem like a joke, but they are be- 


ing taken seriously, and are probably so intended. He recom 
mends a radical revision of our tax system based on the theor 
that those least able to pay shall be taxed the heaviest, and 
those btst able to pay shall be taxed the least. 


He wants the excess profit tax repealed. He wants the in- 


come tax increased for those who have the smaller incomes. He 
would have the tax on incomes of less than $5,000 increased 
from four to six per cent and he would levy taxes an all the 
petty luxuries of the poor. He suggests a tax on candy, chew- 
ing gum, and heavier taxes on tobacco. Also he demands an 
increase of the taxes on movie tickets. 


This is a great idea. No pandering to the people here.
